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When you cut hay at its most 

valuable stage, the leaves or 

blades are easy prey to sun, to 

rain, even to dew. Every hour 

of exposure means losses of 

vitamins and palatability or of 
protein and minerals. If leaves are 
shattered off, all these losses are 
still greater.

No auction sale of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in a score of years 
has approached the mark reached on Saturday, March 6th, the date 
of the first National Sale and Show. The results mark all too 
clearly the present demand for breeding stock and the interest that 
is being exhibited in the breed from all sections of the country. 

On Thursday afternoon many a breeder was on the grounds 
having a look at the cattle prior to the sale and show. We met and 
talked to men from fifteen or more states that afternoon and an- 
other dozen states the following day. 

Soon after nine o’clock, Friday, March 5th, the first class of 
bulls were shown. Placing the cattle was the veteran breeder, Mr. 
Milt Tudor, of Glyn Mawr Farm, Olin, Iowa. Mr. Tudor comment- 
ed to the effect that it was one of the best strings of cattle he had 
ever been asked to judge and the general opinion was that he did 
a remarkably satisfactory job throughout. 

Eileenmere’s Kind 4th exhibited by Otto V. Battles won the 
top position over the El-Jon entry, Envious 
Blackcap B. 15th, a son of Bethel Black 
Mar Jr. The next class found James B. 
Hollinger’s Revemere of Wheatland 36th at 
the top followed by Elisena Burgena, exhib- 
ited by Daniel Hull & Son. During the 
early morning hours a “dark horse” came 
in, and when Mr. Tudor had tied his win- 
ning ribbon, the “dark horse” was the win- 
ner.

constantly before the constructive 

breeder. This is as true today as it 
was three years ago. However, there are 
factors in the cattle industry today which, 
if not guarded against, can work an unde- 
sirable effect on herd quality. For under 
the press of war emergency, quality in beef 
steers is receiving less attention than is 
quantity. Not that top cattle are losing 
money, or are they apt to disappear alto- 
gether from the beef picture, but the pres- 
ent price set-up does favor inferior quality 
and cattle fed for shorter periods of time. 
This situation, in turn, can affect the pure 
bred breeder. For in the general scramble 
to increase numbers, a premium is being 
put on breeding stock. Fortunately the 
price of good cattle has kept up with the 
general upturn. But the price of inferior 
kinds also has advanced. 

The present situation should not discour- 
age culling and the use of the knife. For 
present beef prices are attractive enough so 
that common and inferior cows and bulls 
can be profitably marketed as beef. True, 
they might bring a little more for breeding 
purposes. But when the breeder considers 
the dollars and cents value of his reputa- 
tion, plus the commercial price, he will find 
himself in a favorable spot to continue cull- 
ing. The market situation alone insures a 
profit over the production cost of the cattle, 
and no breeder yet has gone broke taking 
a profit when it was available. 

Granted that inferior heifers might con- 
tribute more to the nation’s meat needs by 
being allowed to raise a few crops of calves, 
such as they are, rather than being market- 
ed without producing a calf crop, the pres- 
ent situation still leaves an out. Rather 
than selling them as doubtful foundation 
stock, there is still a place for them as com- 
mercial cows—either on the breeder’s farm. 
or on some commercial cattle establishment. 
Sold or handled on such a basis there could 
be little criticism of a breeder’s program. In 
the case of common old cows, or cows not 
regular producers, the answer still calls for 
their sale directly into beef channels. 


To more accurately separate the good ani- 
mals from inferior ones, both as individuals 


H eons IMPROVEMENT is a problem 


and as beef producers, many breeders use a 
herd record system. It need not be compli- 
cated, nor should it require a great deal of 
time. And while it is also true that many 
breeders can trust their memory enough to 
give the record and back ground of each 
animal in the herd, this method is not fool 
proof. And in cases where employees, or 
other members of the family, are called on 
to work with the herd in the owner’s ab- 
sence, some real problems arise. For this 
reason, a simple, easily understood, record 
system can be of real help. 

A fairly heavy white card, say 8 by 10 
inches, will wear well and will be large 
enough to keep the production record of the 
animal it represents. In one_ breeding 
establishment the record keeping on herd 
individuals is something like this: When 
the system was installed, the cow herd was 
gone through and each animal rated as to 
her appearance and type. On this rating, 
pedigree and past production records were 
ignored. This was the hardest job of the 
record system. Designations were made as 
A., B. and C. Also contained, along with 
the rating of the cow at the top of the card. 
was information as to her fleshing ability, 
milk production, head and other points 
which the breeder was trying to improve. 
Along with the name of each cow was her 
number and the name of her sire and dam. 

Milk production of the cows in this herd 
was judged from the condition of the calves 
at weaning time. Fleshing ability of the 
cow was rated A., B. or C. four or five 
months after her calf was weaned. In the 
case of heifers, this record was made just 
before she dropped her first calf. On the 
right hand side of the top line of the card 
was left a larger space for “Remarks” giv- 
ing other strong points or weaknesses not 
rated in the other columns, her health rec- 
ord and other pertinent points. 

As each calf is dropped in this herd, its 
date of birth is recorded in the upper left 
hand corner of the card in the column below 
the name and number of the dam. The 
tattoo number is recorded and the name of 
the sire. Calves are first graded at one to 
two weeks of age. Bull calves are graded 
again three to five months after weaning.

It took Aberdeen-Angus steers to set new 24-year tops on two leading markets 
the past month. At Chicago the highest March prices since 1919 were paid on suc- | 
cessive days for choice Blacks from lowa and Kansas feed lots. | 

On March 3, George P. Kurt, of Dubuque County, lowa, was on the Chicago 
market with twenty head of Aberdeen-Angus averaging 1288 pounds that brought 
On the following day, Corpstein Bros., of Jefferson 
County, Kansas, also marketed Aberdeen-Angus steers at the 24-year March top of 
$17.40. There were twenty-two head averaging 1224 pounds. 

A 24-year February high was established on the St. Louis market the past month 
by twenty-three head of 1032 pound Aberdeen-Angus heifers fed by Arthur Bell, of 
Hancock County, Illinois. They sold at $16.50. They were bought as feeders in Mis- 
souri a year ago in November and cost $12.07 delivered. His present lot, also Aber- 
deen-Angus from the same farm, were bought at $14.00 last fall. 

Home raised and home fed Aberdeen-Angus heifers from the herd of Anderson 
Bros., Mitchell, South Dakota, sold at a two-months high on the Chicago market in 
There were twenty-six head averaging 1012 pounds that sold at $16.25.

ECENTLY I received a letter from a 

boy in Northern Africa, which so im- 

pressed me that I could not escape the 
feeling that it would have the same effect 
on others.

Due to traveling 
conditions I was not able to 
make good time, consequently 
most of my time was spent in 
getting to my destinations.

My contacts 
with these boys have forcibly impressed me 
with two things, the willingness of our farm 
boys to give up for a time the associations 
which they so dearly cherish, and their 
eagerness and determination to stay to the 
finish of the job in which they are now en- 
gaged despite their yearning to be back 
with their beloved live stock. Let us all 
pray that an early victory for our cause 
will enable them to do this. 

I am sure all Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
will be greatly interested in Edwin’s account 
of his visit to Harviestoun, the home of one 
of the master breeders of Great Britain. I 
think I am safe in saying that Mr. Kerr 
has bred and shown more Perth champions 
than any other breeder. Edwin’s letter re- 
calls to me pleasant memories of the time 
when I was privileged to pass upon the 
Harviestoun entries at one of the world 
famous Perth shows. At that time Mr. 
Kerr had the supreme champion of the show 
in the great calf, Baron Bruce, which was 
sold to Senor_Don Hector Guerrero of the 
Argentine at a very long price. 

I think Aberdeen-Angus breeders every- 
where will appreciate Mr. Kerr’s ideas of 
Aberdeen-Angus conformation as expressed 
to Edwin Willert, they coincide with my 
opinion of Mr. Kerr’s cattle when I saw 
them and I know that I liked them very 
much. Edwin’s letter follows:

Dear Mr. Battles: As I recall the last 
time I wrote you, I was still in northern 
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land that I saw. I first went 
up to Aberdeen to see Mr. Barclay, I arriv- 
ed in Aberdeen about 9:30 in the evening 
and after I had located his home by going 
to the police station, it was around 10:00 
o’clock. Leaving the police station I caught 
the tram which took me out to his home. 
And I guess it was my luck I did not find 
them at home. Inquiring next door I found 
out that Mr. and Mrs. Barclay had gone to 
her folks’ farm for the week end. I was ex- 
ceedingly disappointed in not getting to see 
them, so I stayed in Aberdeen for the night 
and then decided that I would go on down to 
Dollar to see the Harviestoun herd of Mr. 
Kerr’s, that you said, by all means, I should 
see. I found Mr. Kerr at home and his wife, 
and their daughter, whose husband at pres- 
ent is fighting in the British Army in the 
East somewhere. It was about 7:30 in the 
evening when I arrived there, too late to 
go out to the barns and have a look at the 
cattle and too late for supper. Mrs. Kerr 
insisted I should have something to eat, so 
I accepted her offer and did feel a whole 
lot better as far as my stomach was con- 
cerned, on the other hand not any better 
for not getting to see any of the doddies 
yet that evening. The remainder of the 
evening was spent in Mr. Kerr’s study 
where we had a nice evening chat about the 
Harviestoun herd of Angus, his  Short- 
horns, Clydesdale horses, Chevoit sheep, 
and Shetland ponies. Also listened to the 
news broadcast and had a little discussion 
on world affairs, and of things concerning 
my country. 

As you know, Mr. Kerr’s home is a castle 
and I shall always remember the cozy little 
room that I slept in that night. Walking up 
the winding stairs reminded me of the 
poem: “In the days of old, when Knights 
were bold,” etc. I have never seen any 
building so solidly constructed as that old

I don’t know what your opinion would 
be concerning the statement, but I think 
you will agree that lots of times when you 
see a good head, the rest of the good points 
are also there. I think that particularly 
holds true to show cattle but in breeding 
cattle I have seen where this point did not 
hold true. This instance and _ particular 
bull was owned by the Swartz Brothers, | 
forget his name now, just to look at him 
I wouldn’t give 5c for him as an individual, 
but as a breeder, he sired a $500.00 heifer, 
this heifer, I believe, was the junior heifer 
calf that they sold to Mr. Bates at the 
Royal in 1940. During my winter’s stay 
with the Swartz Brothers, I saw lots of oth- 
er nice headed heifer calves that showed 
up that spring from this hard old looker. 
So I will have to bear with you in your ex- 
perience that you mentioned about in your 
article “Some Great Bulls I Have Known’ 
where your one criticism of Black Wood- 
lawn was his head. But nevertheless, as 
you state, one cannot find everything pleas- 
ing even in a really great animal and that 
minor faults should be considered in the 
light of their relative importance to the con- 
formation as a whole. 

Since Great Britain has been at war, they 
have been rationed tremendously on all 
feeds. I was surprised to see them feeding 
root crops with such excellent results: tur- 
nips, beets, rutabagas, cabbage, etc.; hay 
is also a big crop and feed in Scotland. The f 
protein supplement used, if I remember > 
right, was linseed oil meal taken from the 
flax. Flax is raised quite extensively 
throughout the British Isles. Mr. Kerr's} 
fields were very neat and clean, every bit 
of land being utilized, the built-up fences 
constructed with earth and rock had the 
most luscious growth of blue grass on them. 

I never saw such a uniform and smooth 
herd of Shorthorns as this small but select 
herd of Mr. Kerr’s, he told me that the rea- 
son he started his Shorthorn herd was that 
he figured whenever he could not get the 
premium price for producing quality beet, 
when buyers just wanted a block of beef, 
then it would pay him more in fattening 
more Shorthorn steers.

Myron M. Fuerst, sale manager, has been able to secure the number f 
cattle, necessary to make this a real sales promotion for Northeastern 
breeders and judging from comments made by consignors, the pedigree 
and pictures as well as records of some of the cattle, we venture that the 
1943 sale will find better quality as well as greater numbers than past 
sales have been able to offer. 

Just seven bulls are being offered. To select the top bull is not my 
task, rather that of Mr. John B. Brown, veteran breeder and showman 
now president of American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. Few 
breeders in the entire country or out of the country know cattle any bet- 
ter and it is a foregone conclusion that Mr. Brown will place the cattle 
the morning of the sale as well as anyone might be able to do. We might 
state about the bulls, though, that Fuerst Stock Farm is offering a son 
of Kanimura 4th of Briarcliff, their old standby herd bull, who has done 
a remarkable job in the breeding pen. This calf, for he is but a March 1942 
bull, is out of a Karama cow bred by Monocacy and is sired by a son of 
Imported Evaxus of Ballindalloch. From what Mr. Fuerst has told me, 
as well as others who have seen the calf recently, this youngster should 
find a ready market. Rally Farms, Millbrook, usually come up with 
something considerably better than average and from his breeding and 
his picture, I would imagine that Rally Black Envious 3d will be quite 
a young bull.

THE BLACKS WIN 
GRAND AND RESERVE GRAND 


Pennsylvania bred Aberdeen-Angus steers 
were judged grand champion and reserve 
grand champion of the largest 4-H Club 
Baby Beef Roundup to be held this year 
in Pennsylvania. Seven county organiza- 
tions were represented at the meet which 
was held at the Lancaster Stock Yards, Ap- 
proximately 200 cattle were exhibited with 
Herefords having a slight numerical edge. 

The grand champion and reserve grand 
champion steers were both bred by Millard 
Farms, of Annville, Pennsylvania. Millard 
Farms bred steers took top honors in all 
Aberdeen-Angus classes with the exception 
of the light weight class which was won by 
a steer produced on the farm of another 
Pennsylvania breeder. 

The Aberdeen-Angus sale record follow- 
ing the judging maintained their high rec- 
ord. The Aberdeen-Angus average was 
$23.18, well above the Hereford average of 
$22.06 and the sale average of $2261. 

An All-Aberdeen-Angus Roundup, includ- 
ing 4-H Clubbers from several counties, was 
held at Hatfield, Montgomery County, 
Pennsylvania. 

The grand champion steer came from the 
herd of N. L. Davidson, former president 
of the Pennsylvania Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association. The sale average of the 
fifty-eight head exhibited was $23.00.

Take four 
ounces of extract of Pyrethum and twent 
eight ounces of kerosene, shake it up sgl 
quart bottle and you are ready to go A 
comb is used to ruff the hair, the dope is 
poured on a rag and rubbed on the animal 
and the job is completed.

the program was the movies taken through 
Missouri last summer, then Bill’s talk on 
the Denver show and sale, followed by dis- 


cussion of the coming sale. Cattle for this 
sale were selected early last year and have 
been kept just for this event. These breed- 
ers really cooperate to make their sale suc- 
cessful and intend to set a mark for the 
following sales of the circuit to equal. Their 
sale is Monday, April 19th, first of the 
series and will include thirty bulls, many 
of serviceable ages, fifty-five females, in- 
cluding open heifers and bred cows and heif- 
ers, some to have calves at side sale day. 
Knowing the record made by this sale dur- 
ing the past four years we feel that it will 
be a good event for the kickoff of this 
string of auctions. 

Our next stop was Chillicothe, headquar- 
ters while we visited Penney & James herd 
and the North Central Missouri breeders. 
Penney & James sell at Hamilton on Wed- 
nesday, April 21st, one hundred lots to cata- 
log, ten bulls fifteen to eighteen months of 
age, eight that are yearling bulls, fifteen 
cows with calves at side, eight coming open 
yearlings, eight coming two year old open 
heifers and eight that are just yearlings 
past. There are thirty-one bred heifers and 
twenty bred cows with indications that sev- 
eral of these will have calves at side before 
sale day. Information on this sale will be 
found in this issue in the Penney & James 
story. 

The North Central Missouri breeders sell 
the day following Penney & James, and 
will sell at the sale barn south of Chilli- 
cothe. They have sixty-four head listed in 
their sale including thirty-two bulls. We 
visited several herds, including Lewis An- 
derson’s Lewands Farm; Ralph Smith 
Farms and Bill Stewart at Tina. The side

One fact 
or that is outstanding is the purchase of 
better sires by many of the individual breed- 
ers. Several instances are of two or more 
breeders in one county going in partnershi 
to buy a better sire than any one hens 
could afford to buy. They have purchased 
outstanding females for their breedin 
herds and have practiced herd improvement 
through selection of females dropped on the 
farms and mating them to better sires, The 
record made by Missouri breeders js evident 
in the fact that in 1942 they had more new 
members join the National Association than 
they did in 1941 and in 1941 they stood sec- 
ond in the list of states having the largest 
number of new members. 


On Saturday, February 6th, returning 
home from Missouri one stop was made at 
Bethany to visit a new herd. Wilbur Cole 
planned to consign some females to the 
Chillicothe sale and when I stopped I was 
amazed at his entries, seven splendid heif- 
ers, one three year old to have a calf at side 
April 13th and six two year olds that 
equalled any heifers we inspected during 
the week. I asked Wilbur why he wasn’t 
retaining such heifers in his herd and he 
said, “I am a new breeder and these are 
my first cattle for a public sale. If I can’t 
sell cattle as good as the best in the sale | 
won’t consign any.” This is the attitude of 
Missouri breeders, so you had better plan 
to attend this string of sales and select the 
kind of breeding cattle that you can profit- 
ably own. 

Perhaps you are wondering how to attend 
these sales. Go to your local board and tell 
them the purpose of the trip. They will 
give you coupons for extra gasoline to at- 
tend these pure bred sales, at least this is 
being done elsewhere and these Missouri 
breeders have arranged their dates to make 
it possible for you to travel the minimum 
distance to attend all the sales in this series.

As early as February of this year 
we had nearly one hundred head pledged 
and with a little effort on the part of the 
various secretaries of the county associa- 
tions I am sure that at least two hundred 
head of first class breeding cattle will be 
found listed for this October event.

Tests are made and limestone and 
phosphates are added where needed. Next 
a crop rotation is set up that will furnish 
grain, grass and roughage for the stock to 
be kept on the farm. We have found that 
where the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
are raised, and the feed for them raised on 
the farm, there is little speculation, and that 
the only finance needed is when foundation 
animals are purchased. 

The local banks claim that they have yet 
their first faulty loan to make on pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding stock and a few 
years ago this was a great asset to the 
Marion County association in establishing 
new herds. 4-H club boys have also a de- 
sire to produce better live stock and many 
of these boys are now making competition 
for some of our older breeders. 

It is not the desire of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus group to make every beef cattle man in 
Marion County an Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
er, but we try to cooperate and keep a live- 
ly organization of our own. We hold regu- 
lar meetings to discuss problems the new 
breeders have to combat and also try to 
help them find a market for surplus cattle. 
One of our breeders, who started five years 
ago, mentioned recently that never before 
had he the opportunity to know so many 
people from other states as he had since 
attending some of the Aberdeen-Angus 
shows and sales. 

We try to inspect the new herds regularly 
and invite these men to join us in making

Requesting some 
data, Mr. Williams supplied the informa- 
tion that follows. ; 

Wabeek Farm, located near Pontiac, was 
the home of an outstanding dairy herd of 
cattle during the later years of the late 
Senator Couzen’s life. Now, his daughter, 
Miss Betty Couzens, has taken over and is 
establishing a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. Wabeek Farm comprises some seven 
hundreds of acres, much of which is under 
cultivation and the rest excellent rolling 
pasture land. “Bob” Williams states, that 
there is natural water flowing through the 


pastures, a factor in the production of beef 
cattle that “‘cattleman Bob” would be quick 
to note. He also states that buildings are 
spacious and are now being remodeled to 
care for the beef cattle set-up. However, 
the most important factor, the one thing 
that either makes or fails to make a herd 
of cattle is the owner’s intent. Mr. Wil- 
liams states that it is the intention of Miss 
Couzens to build a herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
that will be a distinct credit to the breed as 
well as to Wabeek Farm. Seeing new Aber- 
deen-Angus herds is the pleasant part of 
this business and we hope to have a look 
in the near future, at the nucleus of fe- 
males and the young bull that goes to form 
the start of this herd.

Head including Twenty Bulls are to be offered.

Just what an auction sale or rather a 

series of them can do to keep improving the 
type, the quality and the breeding of the 
cattle in a state can be quickly noted by 
attending the 1943 Show and Sale to be 
held on April 30th by Kentucky breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. We recall the first 
time we visited herds in Kentucky, before 
the present association was organized, recall 
the general condition in the cattle that we 
saw, many of the herd bulls in service and 
the manner in which the calves were being 
developed. Next a sale was slated to be 
held, after the association had been organ- 
ized. 
This sale, the first of the present annual 
events was in the early spring of 1938. It 
was very difficult to secure enough cattle 
to stage an auction. Many breeders were 
quite certain that buyers would not be pres- 
ent. Yet, the sale went over well, with con- 
signors well pleased over the manner in 
which the cattle sold. Immediately the next 
year’s sale was tentatively booked and later 
decided upon for certain. Each year the 
sale has been better with more cattle being 
offered, and decidedly a better offering each 
year. 

The 1942 sale at Lexington also staged a 
show of the sale cattle. This proved to 
be another interesting little show and an 
‘ excellent crowd watched the placings and 
seemed to enjoy seeing the cattle out where 
they could really inspect them for type and 
style as well as quality. The 1943 event 
will be a Show and Sale, with the former 
being held the morning of the sale. There 
will be several classes of females and per- 
haps two classes of bulls with a champion 
bull and champion female to be selected by 
a competent judge or group of judges. 

We happened to have a little time in Ken- 
tucky and had a chance to see just a few 
of the sale cattle. First stop was made at 
J. Harvey Allen’s farm, Allenhurst, a few 
miles out of Lexington. The first animal 


we saw was an Erica cow by Prince Elcho 3d, 
a bull that was used very successfully both 
at Allenhurst and at J. H. Quisenberry’s 
Hill Crest Farms near Winchester. This 
cow had at her side a heifer calf sired by 
Allenmere, he a son of Eileenmere 179th 
by Eileenmere 85th, 19385 International 
grand champion. Just a word about the 
bull, Allenmere. As he gets older he gets 
better, deeper bodied, deeper flanked and 
smooth with quite a bit of natural thickness. 
This heifer calf is an outstanding young 
female, and can be honestly termed a show 
prospect. The cow is perhaps the finest 
female Mr. Allen has ever offered at an 
auction sale, and should not lack for many 
bidders up to several hundreds of dollars, 
for she is foundation material of the right 
kind. There are also listed three daughters 
of Allenmere, one a Pride is another very 
good female, and all will sell bred to one or 
another of Mr. Allen’s good younger bulls. 
A short stop was made at Mr. C. V. Whit- 
ney’s farm, near Lexington. This new herd 
is offering four attractive young heifers.

Further proof of the activity of Texas 
breeders was shown the evening of February 
25th when sixty members of the Texas 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association met 
for their annual meeting at the Texas 
Hotel, Ft. Worth. Also present were ten 
members of the Oklahoma Association. 

Tommy Brook, of Brady, gave the presi- 
dent’s report of 1942 activities and brought 
out that Aberdeen-Angus are the fastest 
growing beef breed in Texas—both in num-

bers of cattle and in numbers of new breed- 
ers joining the Association. A roll call 
showed that two-thirds of the Texas breed- 
ers present had been raising Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle three years or less. Members 
of the Texas Association now have over 
60,000 cows. 

It was decided that the Texas breeders 
will hold a fall Aberdeen-Angus sale at Ft. 
Worth each year regardless of whether a 
show is held or not. It was decided that a 
field day, type demonstration and judging 
school will be held at the Tommy Brook 
a Camp San Saba, on Saturday, June 

th. 

Breeders re-elected Tommy Brook presi- 
dent. Arthur McArthur, Essar Ranch, 
San Antonio, was named first vice-presi- 
dent; Mrs. Lee O. Gowdy, Jacksboro, 
second vice-president and Sutton Crofts of 
Cisco, third vice-president. Ed Brewster, 
Jr., of Temple, was re-elected secretary- 
treasurer. Two new directors were elected 
for three year terms: J. A, McGill, of Paris, 
and S. B. Swigert, of Waco. Speakers on 
the program were Bill Barton, of the As- 
sociation and Fred Reusch, of Tulsa. 

At the Texas breeders’ sale on February 
26th, an average of $350.00 was realized on 
thirty-six lots. With the exception of one 
bull, all offerings were junior and senior 
calves. Top of $1,000.00 was paid by Mrs. 
Lee O. Gowdy, Jacksboro, for lot 8, con- 
signed by Essar Ranch, San Antonio, Sec- 
ond top and top female, also consigned by 
Essar, was lot 6 bought by Fred Reusch, 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, for $600.00.

At the Arkansas Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion annual meeting held at Walnut Ridge 
it was decided that breeders would take a 
note for the difference in price between 
what the 4-H feeder usually paid for a 
steer, and the cost of the heifer. Club 
members would be given the privilege of 
fitting the heifer for sale in the annual 
state Aberdeen-Angus sale or they could 
keep the heifer as a herd foundation. 

If the club member decided to keep the 
heifer the note would “ride” until the heif- 
er’s first calf was sold. Arkansas Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders would see to it that 
the heifer was mated to a good bull. County 
club leaders present said that the plan 
would meet a heavy response from former 
steer feeders. 

At the annual Arkansas Aberdeen-Angus 
meeting L. A. Sloan, of Imboden, was re- 
elected president. T. R. Jones, of Tucker- 
man, was elected vice-president and Dr, T. 
C. Guthrie, of Smithville, was named secre- 
tary-treasurer. ‘Three new directors were 
elected: J. C. Rapp, of McGhee, Fred Foster, 
of Walnut Ridge, and Dan Felton, of 
Marianna. 

Arkansas breeders of Blacks will have a 
combined breeding show, club show, field 
day and type demonstration at the L. A. 
Sloan farm at Imboden August 20th. The 
date of the annual Arkansas State Aber- 
deen-Angus sale was set at October 13th 
at the Sloan farm. More than seventy cat- 
tle have already been nominated for the 
sale.

MISSISSIPPI’S 
SPRING SHOWS. 

Prof. Paul F. Newell, Extension Animal 
Husbandman, State College, Mississippi, 
writes: “We have six regional shows, all of 
which receive support from the State Leg- 
islature in the way of premiums. The Leg- 
islature appropriates for each show $3,000- 
.00 to be used over biennium or $1,500.00 
to be used annually. All of the money 
must be applied to premiums and at least 
75% must be applied on premiums of jun- 
iors, that is, 4-H club members, vocational 
students and other junior farmers. The 
remainder of the appropriation can be used 
on premium monies for breeders and com- 
mercial carlots. 

“There will be classifications set up for 
breed shows at each of the district shows. 
We are expecting a fairly good representa- 
tion of breeders at the Port Gibson, Green-

the Shorthorn: boys back home, what Mr. 
Kerr said about the reason he built a herd 
of Shorthorns.

well. I have been saving money since I have 
been in the service. I figure that it may 
come in fairly handy one of these days and 
may be useful to me in more than one way. 
But first, I have a job to do here and until 
it is finished, plans don’t mean very much, 
but they do help a man in keeping up his 
morale and maintaining that there will come 
a bright day again. 

Several weeks ago, I made a trip up to 
the front with some War Correspondents 
and Newsreel men, Mr. H. R. Knickerbock- 
er of the Chicago Daily Sun was one of the 
correspondents, he is perhaps the best War 
Correspondent covering the War today. I 
have never seen such a calm and cool man, 
but I guess he has been chased and shot at 
so much, it doesn’t bother him a whole lot 
when the bullets start to whistle and the 
bombs drop a block or two away. I was on 
detached service with these men and when 
I returned at the end of the two weeks I 
had lost some weight and looked and felt 
sort of ragged, but, you know, I have come 
to the conclusion that every man has a cer- 
tain time to die, and should feel that he can 
face his Savior at any time and when the 
time comes. 


So Donald is in the Air Corps, that is a 
very good place to be, and I am sure he will 
like that branch of the service as well as 
any. One thing it is an exciting place 
and things happen every day and when in 
combat it is about the most exciting field 
of them all. Although, it gets plenty ex- 
citing on the ground at times.

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LFA may be seeded either in the 
vail or spring. In the eastern half of 
the state fall seeding has certain ad- 

vantages Which should be considered, There 
is less trouble from weeds, and a fairly 
good crop is secured the first season. If 
sown in the spring, practically the entire 
season is used in getting the plants esta- 
blished and there is very little return for 
the use of the land. Also weeds compete 
with the young plants for food and. mois- 
ture, and if they become too abundant. and 
rank, the young plants will be smothered. 
On the other hand, lack of moisture in 
the fall may prevent seeding at the right 
time or, as frequently happens, the seed is 
iost by seeding in ground too dry to insure 
germination. As a rule, better preparation 
of the ground and more care in seeding are 
required for fall than spring seeding. In 
central and western Kansas, spring seeding 
ig necessary because of dry weather and 
grasshoppers. 
Spring Seeding: Young alfalfa plants 
are rather sensitive to frost and the seed 
should not be sown in the spring as early 
as sweet clover and red clover, It is usually 
advisable however, to seed reasonably early 
so the plants may become established be- 
fore hot weather. From April 1st to 15th 
in Central Kansas, and correspondingly 
earlier or later according to latitude is a 
favorable time. It is good practice to kill 
one or two crops of weeds before planting, 
and it is sometimes advisable to delay 
planting if the delay is for this purpose. 
Seeding in Western Kansas: In western 
Kansas spring seeding of alfalfa is usually 
more successful than fall seeding because 
rainfall is so uncertain in the late summer 
and early fall and grasshoppers are fre- 
quently so numerous and hard to control 
that it is difficult to start alfalfa in the 
fall. Weeds which cause much trouble in 
spring seeded alfalfa in eastern Kansas are 
not so important in the western part of the 
state. In exceptional seasons characterized 
by unusual fall rains, fall seeding is suc- 
cessful. Grasshoppers must be controlled

The best time to seed in the spring varies 
from the first of April in southern counties 
to well into May farther west and north. 
The crop should not be seeded until after 
danger of low temperatures is past, yet the 
seeding should be early enough to permit 
the young plants to become well establish- 
ed before the period of hot, dry weather in 
mid-summer. 

Two common methods of seeding alfalfa 
are drilling and broadcasting. Drilling 
with an alfalfa drill has many advantages 
over broadcasting. The seed can be placed 
in firm soil. A good uniform depth of 
planting and a good covering, as well as 
even distribution of the seed is assured and 
better germination and a more uniform 
stand is obtained. A common drill may be 
used, but it is difficult to keep from plant- 
Ing too deep. It also leaves too much space 
between the rows, and for this reason the 
seed should be drilled both ways if possi- 
ble. If the seed is broadcast it should be 
covered with a smoothing harrow and the
